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The Laud Graut Provisiou. 

There may popsibly bo those who will 
feel disposed to regard tbe land to bo 
granted in aid of the Canadian Puciflo 
Eailway in the light of a valuable con- 
sideration— a (all equivalent for the ono 
hundred thousand dollars a year to bo 
paid by the Dominion Government, and 
that, ihoreforo, in reokoning up the 
direct money advantages offered by the 
Terms this sum ought not to be include 
ed, Wo altogether differ irom this view. 
Holding, as we do, that the public lauds 
of iho Colony are not a legitimate ob- 
ject ot Bale or of direct revenue, that, in 
ghort, the true policy of the Govom« 
montis to adopt the most euro and 
speedy means of placing them in the 
p B»e68ion of those who will turn them 
to tlx ir only propor and legitimate uao, 
wo should not discover any element of 
sacrifice in the propoaod grants, ovon it 
that, arrangement did not contemplate 
the payment of a single dollar to the 
local treasury. It will just amount to 
this : >Vo shall make tho Railway 
Company on effeotivo Emigration or 
Colonization Ageuoy. It will become the 
pammount iutereHL of that Company to 
bring tboHo lauds into practical uwe as 
quickly as possible, not only with a 
view to realizing thereon, but, as well, 
with the view of creating way tratEo for 
the road, It may bo said, in reply, 
that theso lands will not bo given free 
to the settlers. Quito true, doubtless, 
It is not yet known in what way the 
road will be built, and, consequently, it 
is impossible lo say i what particular 
way tbone lards will be dealt with. It 
is not improbable that tho principle 
laid down in tho Landlaw scheme may 
be adopted in respect of tho Pnoific 
section, ns it is likely to bo on tho other 
Bide. But, wba;j.or principlo may bo 
adopted, it is saro toasKtime that such 
conditions will surroand tho stt'lomont 
of ihene landB as will bo equivalent to 
a free prant Bystem ;— that in to say, 
the value of the lauds will be so increas- 
ed by the construction of the railway 
and by o.her circumstances, or *-uch aid 
aud inducements will bo extended to 
onigraniB as will constitute and equi- 
valent and probubly far moio than an 
equivalent for any price that might be 
affixed to the tho soil. To illustrate : 
Suppose we presume that the Company 
will be enabled to realize an avaiage 
price of, say, fivo dol' ,rs an acre for 
these lunds, it is perfectly clear that the 
Comiany must be more or lens directly 
instrumental in superinduoing a coidi- 
tion of things which will make their 
lauds worth five dollais au acre ; and 
it is equally obvious that euoh a con- 
dition necessarily implies relatively 
beueficial results to tho country gener- 
ally. What the Colony wants is 
settlors ; and it matters little to it 
whothor these settlers are obtained hy 
the attractive influences of a free-gram, 
system or .through the, perhap", more 
effective instrumentality of a Railway 
Company. Thero is, indood, this ad- 
vautago in the hitter mcde, that the Co- 
lony will, to that extent, be spared iho 
trouble and expenso incident to eveiy 
Emigration movement and the cxpenco 
of n gulating and suivoying the claim* 
of cottiers, items which would, them- 
selves, moro than constitute an equiva- 
lent for any price the Colony might bo 
pre-umod to ub:aitif>r its public land* 
It, appears to us, therefore, that we 
should bo making a specially good 
bargin in transforming a reason- 
able extent ot our public lauds to 
a powerlul company whose tme po icy 
and supreme interest it would ho to 
place substantial settlers upon them at 
iho earliest possible moment, even il 
wo were not to receive a s'nglo dollar 
from tho Dominion Gjvernmuiu or from 
any other sourceas u direct con idera. 
tion for Boch land grants. T.ie one 
hundred thousand d"l!a's wo mu-t, 
ihoreforo, regard in tho light of a 
froo aad uneneainbered money ad- 
vantage offered by the Terms which 
our delegates were so for u ate as to 
bring back from Ottawa, It may be 
proper to guard tho public against cer- 
tain errors imo which "crouk'<rs" 
wnuld lead ttietn. It is a mis.uko to 
run away with iho idoa that this col- 
ony will be called upon to convey t> 
tho Dominion Government a belt of 
land forty inilos wide and as long a.* 
tho railway <>n this Hide of tho Rocky 
Mountains, such lands to be reconveyed 
to tho Railway Company. It Will be 
observed by rulorenco to tho toxt that 
this colony is only callod upon to "con- 
vey to the Douiin'ou Government in 
trust, a fiiinilar exto t ot publio lands 
along the lino of railway throughout its 
entire length in British Columbia, not 
exceeding, however, twenty miles on 
each »id' otnaid line as m.iy be appro- 
priated for the game pi .-poso by the 
Dominion Gove, mont from the pub- 
lie lands in tho Northwest Territories 
and the Provinco of Man.toba." It 
will be observod that forty miles is tlw 
extreme limit ; but thoro are not wants 
ing considerations pointing to the con- 
clusion thai tbe alternate block system 
Invariably carried out on this continei t 
will bo adopted in our caso. In any 
event thero is this assurunco that Bri- 
tish Columbia will not be called upon 
to convoy away moro laud lor this 
purple than tho Dominion Govern- 
ment is willing and Bods it necessary 
similarly to convoy from Its own pub. 
Ho domain. Observe, we shall bo call- 
ed upon to convey such laudn in trust 
to tbe Supremo Government of a coun- 



of which we shall then form a part, and 
iu which wo shall havo u potent voice ; 
aud thus tho trust will be auiroundod 
with circumstances making our interest 
identical with that of the Dominion. 
And what ri^ht havo wo to expoct that 
we shall be called upon to i{ivo any less 
land than is to bo given on tho other 
sido ? Our end of tho railway will not 
OoBt any lose; nor is our land any better. 
How, then, can it bo said that Canada 
id getting tho host ot the bargain iu the 
matter of this land grant? Cauada iB, 
in reuliiy, getting nothing at all. Sho 
only requires us to do as the Territories 
on tho otbor side of tho great watershed 
do. Then, again, with regard to min- 
erals in lands ho conveyed, theso min- 
erals will continue to bo subject to tho 
samo laws and regulations aB those in 
lauds relainod under the full control of 
tho col my, oo that there need bo uo 
uuoasinoos on this point.

Q( j w Uilf) resting tbenuelvea, Mr Oargotitoll 
observed a vein of grey quarts cropping out 
of the hard trnp-rock. on the very summit ol 
the hill. With a piece of detached lock, be 
knocked off several specimens from the ledge 
and uuon •xamination discovered that they 
were Hocked with gold! The discoverers re- 
turnsd to town tbt same night, kept the mat- 
ter a profound secret until yostcrday morning,

moved a few pounds of the rock and brought 
it to town.

M. Beuedctli's Insult to King William 
—The tausus Belli. 

The London Timet, from its correspondent 
at Berlin, gives the following account of the 
way in which war was brought about between 
Franca and Prussia : 

Berlin, July 14. 
Seldom has the general aspect ol tbe Con- 
tinent undergone a more sudden change than 
occurred yesterday af'.ernoon. Till 12 at 
noon peaee was regarded aa certain. The 
King of Prussia had caused Prince Hohen- 
zollern to mako tbe requisite concession. 
The Prince bad withdrawn, the stone of of- 
fence was removed aw d there was an end of 
tho mutter — at least, apparently so, and io 
the eyes of all just and equitable persons. 
But the world was out in its calculations. 
The peace-loving nations of Europe were 
destined to experience a disappointment 
than wbioh none more bitter bos ever com- 
plicated affairs ol State. Reverting to the 
indefinite hints dropped by her iepreaenta<< 
tivea in the precoding atages of the negotia- 
tion, France declared herself to ba not oon- 
tent with the mero retirement of Prince Ho- 
henzollern. She now insisted upon a publio 
sanction ol his retreat by the King of Prus- 
sia. More then thtt, she n«kod the king of 
Prussia to engage at no luture time to allow 
any member ot his family to becomo s can- 
didate for the throueof Spaio. Extravagant 
in itsoll. the way io which tbia demand waa 
proferred rendered it s'.ill more offensive. To 
acquit bimcelf of tlio uograci us meisage he 
liaJ been instructed io deliver, the French 
Ambassador thongbt it decent to (top Hit 
Majesty ub ho wnlkod in tho publio gardens 
at Ems. There, in an allay filled wiih the 
plrasu-o seekers ot a German spa, wits 
fashionable Indies and gentlomeo goitiping 
rvt n fow paces, and the eyes of the whole ole- 
UMit and e.iiiions crowd fixed upon them, the 
reprrsontiitiv - ol i' ritice accosted the King of 
Prussia. Wus he instructed to dispense with 
the ordinary forms of diplomatic intercourse 7 
Or was tho disregard of ceremony so painfully 
remarkable in his behaviour a blunder inad- 
vertently committed by Count Benedetti. not 
an iniult designedly pinnned aud ordered by 
his Government 7 On on occasion of euch 
vital importance it i£ difficult to belitve that 
proper respect is waived exctpt by design. 
However that may bo, tho King, finding; an 
exborbitiuit demand put to him iu a most un- 
becoming manner, tmd to deal with the fact of 
the offence, not to examine into its cause. Ho 
acquitted bimself of tba duty of the moment 
iu tue dignified and gentlemanly style ot which 
lie ii noted. Quiutly turning round to his 
Adjutant, Lieutenant-Colonel OountLehendorf 
who had retired a few steps when he saw the 
Ambassador approach, the King said:- "Be 
Uind euough to inform Oouut Benedetli that 
there ia no reply, and that I (.aunot reeeive 
him again," While Count Lebendorf irai de- 
ing his biddiag tbe King walked off, Tbe g»y 
crowd stood aghast, They had seen enough 
to know that something serious must bar* 
happened ; yet they wera not prepared for tbe 
stunnUig reports that soon began to fly about. 
The King immediately caused the affair to be 
telegraphed to Count Bisinark, wbo loal no 
time in publishing it. 



Tlio Secret Treaty Betwseu France 
aud Prussia. 



The Times of Jnly ^5th publishes the fol- 
lowing at the text of the Treaty between 

Prance and Pru<sia, which waa, it is said, 
proposed by tbe lotraer Power :•— 

Uit Maj'eity tbe King ol Prussia and bis 
Majesty the Emperor ol the Franoh, dttming 
it useful to draw cloaer the bonds of friend- 
ship which unite them, and to oonsolidatj 
i he relations of good fellowship {bon voisnagc) 
happily exisiiai< between tbe two countries, 
and being convinced, on the other band, that 
to attain Ibid result, which is calculated, be- 
sides, to aesnre tbe maintenance of tbe 
general peace, it behoves them to so uuder- 
a.tsnding on que«tiona which coooern their 
future relations, have resolved to ooncludo 
a treary to thia effect, and named in conse- 
quence as (heir plenipotentiaries the follow- 
ing : — These having exchanged tbeir lull 
powers, louud to bti in good and propor form 
are agreed on tbe following articles : — Art I 
His Majesty the Emparor ot rhe French 
admits and leoognizas tbe soqaiiitions whioh 
Prutsia h is mudo as the result ol the laat war 
which she sustained against Austria sod her 
allies, Art. II. His Majesty the King of 
Prussia promises to faoili ate tbe acquisition 
ol Luxomoourg by Franco ; to that effect 
hia aforesaid Majesty will entsr into negotia- 
tions with bii M«jeaty tho King of the 
Netherlands, to induce bira to cede to the 
Emperor of tho French hii sovereign rights 
over ihi< duchy, in return for sach compen- 
sation as »hall bo d. emed sufficient, or other- 
wise. On hia part, the Emparor of the 
French engages to bear the pacuuiary charges 
winch Ibis trunaaotion may occasion. An. 
III. Hia Majesty the Emparor ot the French 
will not oppose a federal uuiuo of (be Oou- 
(edsratioo ol the North with the Southern 
States of Germany, with tho exception of 
Auitria, wrnoh union may be ba ed on a 
common Parliament, provj led the sovereign- 
ty oi' the B-i'l Stntes is duly retpeoted. 
An IV, On his part, tin Mtjasty tbe King 
oi Prussia io oiaa his MajtSly tue Emperor 
of me French ebould be obliged by cir- 
cumstances to cause bis troops to en- 
ter Belgium o- to oonqaer her, will 
accord ibe nuccor of his arnn to France, aud 
will sustain her wnh all hia forces el laud and 
so.iauaiuat every Po*tr wnich . in that event- 
ually, ahull declare wur upou her.
